She Movement to Postpone the Tariff Until 
Appropriations Are Passed—Atiaa-

WaAsHINGTON, June 13.—[Special].—In the 
@ucus last night to devise a plan to 
expedite thé passage Of thé Mills bill, which 
was. however, unsuccossful, great stress was 
put upon the fact that the appropriation bills 
gro far behind, and in view of the close prox- 
jraity of the next fiseal year it was decided 
that the proposition to suspend the considera- 
tion of the tariff bill until after the Chicago 


convention be referred to the ways and means 


gommittee to report. Unless the committee 


decides to put aside the tariff bill until the 
"frst of July tlrere is danger that no money will 
be available to run certain branches of the gov- 
emmont after that date. here is remaining 
in this month but seventeen legislative days 
and if nothing bat appropriation bills are ton- 
sidered from now till the end of the month the 
house will have to “hump itself”’ to pass them 
ip time, and if the president exercises that 
deliberation, which characterized him 
in “the first session of the  forty- 
pinth congress, it is very . doubtful 
if the bills can be disposed of in the short 
tine mentioned above. The naval appropria- 
tion, the sundry civil, the fortifications and 
geveral other importamt appropriation bills 
have not yet been reported, and the house will 
got dispose of them without careful considera-

 Seiging from the time consumed on_ the 
legislative expenditures and judicial bills it 
will be impossible for the house, even if no 
other business is considered, to pass the pills 
before the first of the next month, then thesen- 
ate will in all probability tack on amendinents 
which’ will necessitate the appointment of con- 
ference committees, thus increasing the delay. 
Although the republicans have been and are 
now doing everything in their power to delay 
the work of the house by the way they are 
consuming time in debate over the Mills tariff 
bill, they nevertheless claim the democratic 
party will be held accountable for the embar- 
rassment and suspension of government busi- 
ness that will inevitably arise from the de- 
layed appropriation bills. Itis probable that 
the ways and means committee will consent 
to the proposition and take up the appropria- 
tion bills next week. 

Supervising Architect Ferry states this morn- 
ing that he would send a man to Atlanta at 
once to examine the public bnilding and re- 
port npon the best method of enlarging it. 
When this is decided upon and the plans 
drawn the contract will be let out and work 
commenced.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—In the senaté Mr. 
Chandler offered a resolution referring the 
credentials of Senator Gibson, of , Louisiana, 
for his new term to the committce on privi- 
leges and elections, instructing. that the com- 
mittee inquire into all the facts of the senato- 
rial election and to ascertain and report 
whether or not at the recent state election in 
Louisiana, which included the election of a 
state legislature, the 1:44,746 votes returned for 
the candidate of the dominant party for gov. 
emor were actually cast,in view of the faet 
that at no previous election had the votes for a 
candidate of such party exceeded &8,7%4; 
and why in the parish of Madison 
3,550 votes were cast for one party, and none 
forthe other; in East Feliciana, 2,276 to 5; 
in Morehouse 1,584 to 14; in Ouachita 2,994 to 
5; in Sabine 1,441 to 2; in Tensas 4,627 to 113:

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 
The New German Minister Presented—The 
Ways and Means Committee. 


WASHINGTON, June 12—The new German 
minister, Count Arsoually, was presented to 
the president today by the secretary of state. 
The usual exchange of courtesies was ob- 
served. 

The president today sent tothe senste two 
veto messages—one of a private pension bill, 
the beneficiary whereof has not demonstrated 
any disability incident to his army service, and 
the other for tke relief of a contractor who 
failed to fill his contract and was mulcted un- 
der its penalty clause. 

Democratic members of the ways and means 
committee were in consultation for some time 
today, in pursuance of the effort to abridge the 
five minutes’ debate on the tariff bili, taking 
advantage of the desire of a number of repub- 
licans to have considcration of the bill suspend- 
ed long enough toe allow them to attend the 
Chicago convention. The democrats offered 
to consent to the postponement if, on their part, 
the republicans would agree to take a final 
vote upon the bill at a fixed date. <As indica- 
tive of their willingness to allow the 
fullest debate, the democrats offered 
to let their opponents set the 
date themselves, but the consultation and ten- 
der came to naught for the reason asserted by 
one of the members of the committee, that the 
répnblicans could net agréeameng Pres. 
The democrats, however, have not abandoned 
the hope of an acceptance of some such propo- 
sition, particularly when they have men tk! ot 
in convincing the republican of their purpose 
to pass the bill or at least to have a final vote 
upon it, even if it should become necessary to 
remain in Washington until next December.

A LIVELY TIME EXPECTED. 
One Hundred Indians Marching onto At'ack 
Five Handred Cowboys. 

Sr. Louis, Ma., June 12.—A special tothe 
Post Dispatch from Gaincsville, Tex., says 
that sometime ago cattliemen of Chickasaw 
natica of Indian Territory resisted the collec- 
tion vf the catile tax of $1 per head for cattle 
grazing on Indian lands, and drove the collec- 
tor and his deputies away with violence. The 
governor Was notified and through him and 
the United States government a peacable set- 
tlement was aitempted, but without result 
favorable to the Indians. The cowboys began 
to assemble, and now about 500 are rendez- 
voused in the southern part of the nation. 
Governor Gay has ordered out the national 
militia, about one hundred Indians, and they 
are assembled now at Ardmore, preparatory 
to move upon the cowboys. Captain McLish 
was put in command of them, and he has or- 
ders to remove them at once. 

Today the camp has been in a stir get- 
ting ready for the campaign, and it is expected 
the troops will be on march tomorrow. They 
will move continuously, as it is feared they 
are not strong enough to combat the cattlemen, 
who are armed with Winchesters. Many of 
the men are citizens of the nation, and it is 
feared this is the first outbreak of a civil war, 
The government troops at Fort Reno are pre- 
pared to take the fieldin case the Chickasaws 
cannot quell the disturbance.

| IT WILL NOT DOWN. 


The Blaine Boom Starts Up Once 
More. 


HOW MANAGERS ARE WORKING IT. 


They Think There Will be a Deadlock in the 
Convention and Then Blaine’s Name 
Will be Presented, 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—{Special.]—It seems 
that the Blaine movement of the republican 
presidential nomination which received a 
temporary. check after each of the Maire 
man’s letters declining to enter the presiden- 
tial race, has each time gathered new impetus 
and is now in full vigor again, There seems to 
be no doubt that there is a scheme among the 
Diaineites to create a deadlock in the national 
couventicn for the purposeof forcing his nomi- 
nation. The Blaine men claim to hold the 
key of the situation and are counting on Sher- 
man’s inability to get enough votes in the 


e onvention on the first ballot to insure a nomi- 


nation. A deadlock, they say, will inevitably 
follow, and at the right moment the name of 
Blaine will be sprung on the convention with 
a hurrah, and he will be nominated. 

Mr. burrows, of Michigan, upon being asked 
today whether he thought it probable that 
Blaine’s name will be presented to the conven- 
tion, said: 

“I think itis entirely within the bounds of 
possibility, and if it were he would certainly 
be the nontinee. In that contingency it is 
more than probable that Mr. Harrison would 
be his running. mate. I shouldn’t beat all 
surprised if it should turn out that Blaine and 
Ilarrison are to be the nominees of the Chica- 
go convention, I don’t see how it would be 
possible for Mr. Blaine to refuse the nomina- 
tion if it were given him by the convention.’’ 

Mr. Burrows’s talk about Blaine is most sig- 
nificant from the fact that until the iast few 
days he has been in directly the opposite track. 
He has steadfastly maintained that Mr. 
Blaine was out of the race for good and aill, 
and that there was nota possibility of his 
name being presented to the convention. He 
has poo posed and poo pooed the idea on every 
possible occasion and has gofié so far as to say 
that it wonld be an insult to the party to be- 
lieve that it was dependent upon any one man 
for success. It will be remembered that it was 
but about a week ago that Mr. Bu'rows was 
one of a party of gentlemen who left here for 
New York to attend a meeting in that city for 
the purpose of working up a more positive and 
vigorous boom for Senator Hiscock, of New 
York. Now that the Michigan man has come 
outin favor of Blaine, whose lieutenant he 
has béen in Michigan, is significant in the ex- 
treme. E.W.B. 


ALMOST A VOTE OF CENSURE. 


Tho British Government Suffers a Little De- 
j feat. 

New York, June 12.—Tammany hal! rati- 
fied the national democratic ticket at ithe 
Acatemy of Music tonight. John Cochrane 
presided. There wasa list of seven hundred 
vice-presidents and secretaries, including all 
well known members of the organization. 


"General Cochrane in his speech said that, for 


the first time Tammany had met without its 
walls. So jubilant had the old walls of Tam- 
many become that they had ignited by spon- 
taneous combustion at the nomination of 
Cleveland and Thurman. He then spoke 
highly of the candidates, but was interrupted 
by the entrance of Governor Hill. Immense 
cheering followed. 

After General Cochrane had concluded, 
President Forster, of the board of aldermen, 
read resolutions in ratification of the nomina- 
tions and of the platform. Governor Hill was 
then introdneed and made the specch of the 
evening. He spoke in great praise of President 
Cieveland, Thurman and the platform. Dur- 
ing the governor’s speech one of the *‘Braves’’ 
exclaimed: ‘‘Three cheers for the next gov- 
ernor of New York,’’ and for several minutes 
he was unable te continue his address. 


GREETINGS TO BLAINE. 


Maine Republicans Hope That He Will Re- 
turn and Help the Party. 


PORTLAND, Me., June 12.—The republican 
state convention assembled here today with 
1,442 delegates present, the largest state con- 
vention ever held in Maine. State Treasurer 
Burleigh was nominated for governor on the 
first ballot, receiving 775 votes. Following are 
extracts from the platform: 

RKesvived, That free trade, as taught by the British 
Columbia club and supported by Grover Cleveland 
and the demoeratic party, is hostile to the industrial 
and business interests of the United States, and that 
the Miils tarif! b L. should be opposed by all honora- 
ble and effective influences which the friends of 
American labor can exert, both in congress and 
among the people, 

Kesolyed, Tiat it is the duly of éongress to reduce 
national revenues to an amount which shall equal, 
as fiearly as possible, the annual expenditures of 
government, including therein liberal provision for 
our veteran soldiers andthe proper means of na- 
tional defense, and thatthis should be done in a 
way not to impair eur republican protective sysiem, 
which has proved of inestimable value to American 
labor and our home markets, 

Resolved, That, for its surrender of American 
rights and interests in the recently negotiated fish- 
ery treaty, the present national administration de- 
serves the emphatic censure of all patriotic Ameri- 
cans, and that Am¢rican senators are entitled to 
the thanks of thelr countrymen for their effective 
efforts against its ratification. 

Resolved, That the abandonment of the princi- 
ples of civil service reform by the democratic ad- 
ministration, together with its utter failure to keep 
the promises under which they came into power, is 
a conspicuous example of insincerity and hypocrisy 
and merits the condemnation of all good citizens. 

Resolved, That the convention sends across the 
sea words of good cheer to Hon. J. G. Blaine, and 
express the carnest hope that he will soon return to 
his country to give the weight of his name and the 
force of his influence to aid an the republican cause 
in the pending campaign. —

WORKING FOR ALGER. 


Prominent Colored Men Receive Circulars 
in His Behalf. 

Cotumnia, 8. C., June 12. -—[Special.]—It 
has transpired that some prominent colored 
men here have received cireutar letters urging 
theclaims of Governor Alger, of Michigan, 
for the presidency. This effort in Alger’s in- 
terest has some significance from the fact that 
when the state republican convention met 
here some wecks ago, D. Augustus Straker, a 
coloted manJiving in Michigan, happened to 
arrive in Columba on private business. He 
was invited to address the convention and took 
occasion in his response to urge the deserts of 
Governor Alger as the best man,to reocivé the 
republican nomination for president. The 
delegates to Chicago are uninstructed. 

They were formerly in favor of Biaine, ex- 
cept that some preferred Sherman, under 
whom they had had federal office. Since 
Blain®'s last letter of declination they have 
been chiefly for Gresham as the man best cal- 
culated to beat Cleveland, but they are open to 
negotiations from other parties.

THREATENED WI’ DESTRUCTION. 


Fhe Great Floods in the Northsrest— Build 
ings Carried Away. 

Dutcurn, Minn., June 12.—The recent se- 
vere rains have caused the greatest flood ever 
know in northern Minnesota. Along the 
bahks of logging streams tributary to the St. 
Lonuis river millions of acres of land are over- 
flowed and loss of life is feared at the village 
of Cloquet, thirty miles from here, That por- 
tion Of the town which is situated on the 
islagd is completely engulfed by a raging cur- 
rent,only the tops of hauses being visible. Sev- 
eral dwellings have been carried away, but 
the inhabitants were warned in time and no 
loss of life occurred. Immense saw mills are 
flooded and abandoned and in booms 80,000,000 
feet of logs were jammed yesterday morning, 
and the number reached over 200,000,000 last 
night. All county bridges have been carried 
away and if the logs break the booms and 
dams, which is momentarily expected, the 


railroad bridge at Thomson, a substantial iron 


structure resting on solid rock will go. 

At Fon du Lac, thirteen miles frqm here, 
the village is under water and some buildings 
have been carried down stream from Fon du 
Lae to beyond Spirit lake. The tracks of the 
St. Paul and Duluth railway are under water 
from two or three feet, and the stream is still 
rising, A northwest wind is holding in the 
stream and the woxst will undoubtedly occur 
beforé morning. Throughout the entire 
length of the dalles of the St. Louis river, 
famous as one of the choice bits of seenery of 
the country, the river isa muss of soapy froth 
and is higher, by ten feet, than ever known. 
Indians and old settlers say the fond has 
never been equalled. If thedam and boom 
break at Cloquet, the loss will seach into the 
millifys and a great mass of legs will be swept 
into Lake Superior. | 

At West Duluth, eleven miles from Fort 
Rapids, the roar of the waters can be dis- 
tinctly heard, and at this place the water in 
the inner harbor has risen te an unusual 
height. 


AND NOW COME THE LOCUSTS

A ROW IN CAMP. 


Prohibitionists Disagree Over a 
Ready Made Slate. 


A VERY LIVELY MEETING LAST NIGHT. 


The Young Mens’ Prohibition Club and the 
National Prohibition Club Open 
a War. 


War has broken out between the local op- 
tion wing and third party wing of the prohi- 
bition ‘sts, ; 

The first shot was fired last night. 

The National Prohibition Party club held a 
meeting at its hall-last night which was largely 
attended. Several reports were submitted 
showing accessions to the “third party’’ cause, 
and from the enrollments made it was claimed 
that a vote of largely more than a thousand 
strong is represented in the club. 

Soon after the reports officers were elected 
as follows: President, Dr. J. O. Perkins; vice- 
president, S. C. Morely; secretary, H. T. 
Applewhite; treasurer, A. A. DeLoach; audi- 
tor, Hi. M. Sessions. 

During the session it was announced that a 
committee of the Young Men’s Prohibition 
clab—local option—had solicited the appoint- 
ment of a similar committee by the national 
prohibition club, to confer together and report 
upon a plan of campaign and legislative nomi- 
nees for the October election in this county. 
It was stated that, upon a fair canvass of the 
prospects, there was little prospect of electing 
three straightout prohibitionists to the legisla- 
ture without the co-operation of the local op- 
tion prohibitionists and the third party men. 

Several members of the club spoke rather 
favorably of the proposal to form a coalition 
and make a joint fight against the whisky 
men. 

Rev. Sam Small took thé most advanced 
ground in the matter and strongly opposed any 
such action. He said the proposition came 
from men who had lost no occasion and no ep- 
ithets to denounce the “third party,” and to 
specially slur at him as ‘‘a reformed drunkard’”’ 
seeking his own advancement. He admitted 
thankfully that he was ‘‘a reformed drunkard,”’ 
but he was no office seeker. He would “do all 
in his power, however, to kill off the old 
chronic office seeking rats, who now want to 
fatten themselves upon prohibition cheese.’ 
He wanted to know who were the men in 
whose interest this beautiful scheme was to 
be worked. 

In answer to this it was stated, openly, that 
the ticket intended to be put forth inthis way,

For senator—Henry Hillyer. 

Representatives—T. P. Westmoreland, P. L. 
Mynatt or W. T. Turnbull, and Henry Jack- 
son, , 

A number of members cried out, at once, 
that they would never support that ticket 
under any circumstances whatever.} 

‘Henry Hillyeris the man who introdaced 
the resolution denouncing us before we had 
stated our position as to prohibition,” ez- 
claimed another member. 

‘It isa scheme to drag ua into support of a 
made up slate of anti-third party men,” said 
another. , 

Sam Small said thers was no need for the 
national prohibitionists to make any declara- 
tions as to men for the present. 

“We know,’ he said, “our strength, 
It is growing daily. We _ will be 
stronger a month hence than we are 
now. We hold the key to the situation in our 
hands. Wewant to know thatthe men we 
vote for will stand for prohibition for the 
whole state, first, last and all the time. There 
is a United States senator to be voted for and 
two supreme court judges to be chosen by the 
next legislature. The State road and the con- 
vict lease questions are to be again agitated® 
We want to know how every candidate stands 
upon these questions. Let us stand upon ourown 
ground resolutely and when the proper time 
arrives declare our views on all these matters, 
and nominate our candidates and work for 
their election with all our mightand zeal. There 
are plenty of men it Fulton county who 
would like us help them into the legislature, 
but who would turn there and denounce the 
‘third party’ as a republican scheme of some 
sort. I want nothing to do with such fellows. 
Let us resolve to vote for no man who does 
uot indorse our platform, enroll himself in our 
ranks and submit to our nominations.” 

Cheers greeted the points made by the 
speaker and the discussion grew enthusiastic 
as man after man arose and indorsed the plan 
suggested. 

Messrs. Morley, DeLoach, Perkins, Wynn, 
Applewhite, Poer and Mitchell spoke in the 
same strain and the motion of Mr. Small was 
unanimously adopted, as follows: 

Tbat the president of this club be authorized 
and instructed to say to all propositions, looking to 
the s»pport of the candidates of other parties, that 
we stand upon our platform of principles and at 
the proper time, in our judgment, we will declare 
our candidates for such offices as we purpose to 
contest in anv election. 

It is intended to invite the candidates of the 
arty, General Fisk and Dr. Brooks, to At- 
anta early in August,*with other national 

speakers of the party, and hold a grand two- 
day’s rally of the southern probibitionists in 
this city. It will be an event of no small im- 
portance. 

It was evident after last night’s meeting 
that the prohibitionists are in the field in Ful- 
ton county for business and their action will 
probably cause a decided sensation in certain 
circles today.

KILLED BY A MANIAC, 


The Tragic Ending of an Eventful Career 
in North Carolina. 

Raceton, N. C., June 12.—[Special.]—News 
was received hore today ofthe death of Willie 
J. Palmer, at the insane asylum at Morganton. 
He had been an inmate of that institution for 
some months and his death is the result_of ine 
juries inflicted by a violently insane inmacey, 
who attacked him and dealt him deadly blows 
onthe head and chest.

@ sensation was created about two o’cleck in 
Augusta, today, by the report, which rapidly 
gained circulation, that young Frank Wheless 
Anaad killed himself. A crowd of his friends 
goon collected before the front door of the 
wholesale house of Wheless & Co., on Warren 


The lifeless body of young Wheless was 
foand in a pool of blood in his bed in the 
sleepingroom above the store. A 38-calibre 

1 was grasped in his right hand, onecham- 
ber of which had been discharged. The bullet 
had entered just above the right ear and had 
torn its way entirely through his head, coming 
out on the left side near the top. When the 
shot wae fired Mr. W. T. Wheless, Frank's 
father, was in an adjoining room. He thought 
the shot came from downstairs, and rushed 
down into the store. Finding no one there, he 
ran out on the pavement and then back in the 
store, to Be greeted. by the shocking discovery 
that his son had killed himself. 

A note was left asking the delivery of cer- 
fain little keepsakes, but there was nothing 
ascribing or indicating any cause for the rash 
act. Frank Wheless was a popular and suc- 
cessful young business man, and there was 
nothing in the condition of his affairs to war- 
ranthis action. He attended to his duties 
abort the store ag usual this morning. At one 
time he was sitting in a rocking chair, and 
secmed moody, drowsy and quiet. His father 
remarked that he seemed sleepy, and he re- 
plied, ‘*yes, I didn’t sleep well last nigh.”’ 

He was last seen alive by Mr. Will Harris, 
& young man employed in the store. His room 
adioined Frank’s,and they went up together to 
get ready for dinner. Frank sat on the bed- 
side and moved a pillow that was lying at the 
foot of the bed, and placed it at the head. In 
doing so he exposed the pistol, which was un- 
der the pillow. He leaned over, and picking 
up the pistol, placed it under the pillow at the 
head of the bed, laid back upon it with his 
fect hanging over the bedside, 
and one resting on the floor. 
In this attitude . Harris left him 
when he went out to dinner, and thus he was 

found when the pistol shot was heard. His 
pulse beat for several minutes, but death soon 
came. So far as his consciousness was con- 
eerned, death was instantaneous. Frank 
Wheoless came home from Birmingham a few 
months ago, where he had been in the real 
estate business, to go into business with his 
father. He was a joyous, light-hearted fellow, 
and a good business man. The jury returned 
a verdict of death by a pistol shot wound from

A Midnight Tragedy Reported from the 
Forest City. 

SAVANNAH,Ga., June 12.—[Special.}—Police- 

man DL. J. Cronin shot and killed James 


Brown, a negro, near the corner of Sims and’ 


Lumber streets, last night. The locality 
where the shooting took place is known as 
Frogtown. It is a black district, and the police 
have had a good deal of trouble there. 

Officer Cronin’s attention was attracted by 
boisterous language in front of a house where 
dancing was going on, and he went to the 
place, finding quite a crowd collected on the 
sidewalk. He told the crowd that it must 
keep better order. ‘The negro who had been 
doing the loud talking persisted in it, and 
finally the officer told him hé inust either stop 
or move on, or he would have to arrest him, 

The negro crossed the street, and with an 
Oath said that the officer could not stop him 
andif he atiempted toarrest him he would 
kill the officer. Cronin crossed the street and 
told the negro to consider himself under ar- 
rest, and was about to take him by the arm, 
when the negro caught Cronin by the throat 
with one hand and reached for the ofticer’s 
club with the other. By this time a crowd 
numbering about two hundred had gathered, 
and Cronin found himself backed up against 
the house. He called upon the crowd to assist 
him, but a number answered back with 
an oath that he would get all the as- 
sistance he wanted directly. The ne- 

’s hold on  Cronin’s throat was 
oosened in the struggle, but the officer’s shirt 
collar and shirt were torn to shreds, the negro 
still trying to choke him. The latter, after 
three or four ineffectual attempts to draw his 
revolver, finally succeeded, and fired once. 
The negro loosened his hold and started to run. 
Cronin ordered him to halt, and fired again 
at short range,running as he fired. The 
crowd followed with threats, and the officer 
hurried over to Stewart and West Broad 
streets and blew his whistle for assistance. 
The news reached West Broad street that 
the negroes were killing or had killed a white 
man overin Frogtown, and a posse of white 
men, headed by Mr. Westcott with a double- 
barrelled gun, went to Officer Cronin’s assis- 
tance, and shortly after Policemem McQuade 
and Floyd arrived, The timely arrival of this 
force prevented further trouble. Meantime 
Cronin, as he came into West Boundary 
Street, overtook James Johnson, a negro who 
was trying to stir up a riot, and he said: ‘“‘The 
Megroes in Frogtown ain’t worth a 
—-, or they would have killed 
you dead.” Cronin promptly arrested John- 
son, and the latter tried to rouse the negroes 
who began to gather, by saying: “He’s going 
to shoot me” and “shoot me, too.” Cronin 
then returned to the scene of the shooting and 
found a crowd gathered around the dead body 
of the negro, near the corner of Lumber and 
Sims street. Up to that time he did not know 
that the man was shot, and he was unable to 
Say whether the first, the last or both shots 
had taken effect. Johnson was lodged in the 
barracks, charged with inciting a riot.

The mob surrounded the oflicer and he shot 
twice, the second shot, however, Was not in 
self-defense, asthe negro was running away 
when it was fired. 

Isaiah Brown, the step father of the de- 
ceased, stased that he knew nothing of the 
difficulty. He recognized an open penknife 
with a blade about three inches long which 
was found in his son’s right pocket by the cor- 
oner, together with a good sized rock and an 
empty pocket book found in the other. 

The jury, after a few minutes’ deliberation, 
brought in a verdict exonorating the officer on 
the ground of self-defense.

We regret to see that a few papers in the 
state are inclined to criticise those of the 
Georgia delegation to the St. Louis conven- 
tion who voted for Governor Gray instead 
of Mr. Thurman. ‘This criticism is based 
on the idea that those of the delegates who 
s0 voted were prompted by personal motives 
egainst Mr. Thurman. 

The Americus Recorder commenting on 
the matter says that ex-Senator Barrow 
“values his private opinion more than he 
does the opinions of those whom he was serv- 
ing. The proper course for him to have 
taken would have been for him to have 
withdrawn and let his alternate vote for the 
vice-president,’ ‘This does Mr. Barrow, as 
well as other members of the Georgia dele- 
gation, a grave injastice, which will be 
readily appraciated, when the situation as it 
appeared to them, when they cast their 
votes, is understood. 

In the first place, not a member of the 
Georgia delegation voted against Mr. Thur- 
man on personai grounds. Of the seven- 
teen votes for Gray every one was Cast 
solely with a view to being placed where it 
was thought it would do the party the most 
good. While it is true Mr. Barrow had per- 
sonal reasons for not favoring Judge Thur- 
man, he never for a moment would have 
allowed any such feelings to influence him 
in withholding his support from what he be- 
lieved would be to the best interests of the 
party. 

The Georgia delegation considered the 
matter very carefully when they arrived in 
St. Louis. They realized the fact that dem- 
ocratic success depended to a great extent 
on securing the vote of Indiana, and with- 
out an Indiana man on the ticket Senator 

Voorhees, backed by the entire delegation 
of that state, insisted that the democracy 
could not carry the state. The enthusiasm 
of Indiana’s support of Governor Gray, 
whose nomination it was declared would 
guarantee the vote of that state to the de- 
mocracy, made a strong impression on tlie 
Georgia delegation. ‘This, coupled with the 
fact that Mr. Thurman was in his 76th 
year, and lived ina state which would be 
republican even though he be nominated, 
induced seventeen out of the twenty-fouy 
Georgia votes to go for Indiana’s choice. 

Every man took only the interests of the 
party into consideration in casting his vote, 
and it does not come with good grace to 
charge insincerity and lack of party fidelity 
to those who were of the honest opinion 
that the nomination of Gray would have 
been the wiser action for the party. When 
it became apparent that Mr. Thurmanjwould 
receive the nomination, the Georgia delega- 
tion voted to a unit to make it unanimous; 
and there was not a delegation at the con- 
vention which left St. Louis more enthusi- 
astic for democratic success, nor which en- 

tertained a more profound regard for the 
wor’: of the convention, than that of Geor- 
gia.

burg, has just perfected a machine which is 
said to be as simple as it is effective in dust- 
ing paris green over the cotton plants. 

As described, the machine consists of the 
ordinary frame-work of a cart, which con- 
tains a hopper, or receptacle, and a small 
but powerful blower. To the blower is 
attached a forked tube. The powder from 
the hopper is blown through the tube to the 
right and left rearward as the cart traverses 
the field. 

It is claimed that. this machine will 
thoroughly dust one hundred and twenty 
acres of cottona day, and if this is true 
there can be fo difiticulty and not much cost 
in ridding the most extensive cotton crop of

The attempt to cripple the cotton seed oil 
industry of the south by levying a tax on an 
article of food in which the oil largely 
enters, may be set down as a failure. In 
fact, it isa complete failure, and if the evi- 
dence taken before the congressional com 
mittee doesn’t prove disastrious to the 
Originators of the scheme, the so-called 
‘pure’ lard manufacturers, then the Ameri- 
can stomach must be congratulated on its 
strencth. 

It was demonstrated by their own wit- 
nesses, and by men who had worked for 
them, that the makers of ‘‘pure’’ lard used 
the whole hog in the operation, +head, feet,

STATE UNIVERSITY. 


Lively Report of the Board of 
Visitors. 


Seme Very Critical Remarks—A Minority 
Report Recommending That the Office 
of Chancellor be Abolished. 


The board of vistors to the State univesity 
have handed their report to Governor Gordon. 

It is now being printed. The board were: 
Graves H. Cartledge, of Franklin county; 
Malcolm Johnson, of Atlanta; L. H. Ford, of 
Newnan; C. B. Chapman, of Macon; and W. 
H. Barrett, Jr., of Augusta. 

The board were in session eight days, having 
adjourned on the 5th day of June. 

All of the board are “experienced educators,”’ 
and in accordance with the last act of the leg- 
islature made a general investigation of the 
coudition and management of the university. 

The report is a long and able docurnent. 

The final examinations are said to be credit- 
able to students and professors. Some, as a 
matter of course, were very bad. 

A change in the system of graduation is rec- 
ommended. Graduation upon the general av- 
erage should be discontinued. No student 
should be allowed to graduate except upon 
certificates of proficiency given in each depart- 
ment. 

They recommend that students pursue only 
two or three branches at one time, to be com- 
pleted before others are taken up, instead of 
pursuing seven or eight hranches through the 
four years, as now. 

The dormitories and some of the lecture 
halls are in very bad condition. One of the 


' dormitories should be torn down and a lecture 


hall built on the site. The other dormitory 
should be made decent and comfortable. 

Many of the buildings and much of the fur- 
niture have been defaced. <A proctor should 
be elected to take charge of the buildings and 


. grounds, to prevent those wanton injuries to 


property. Each student should be required to 
deposit asmall sum when he enters college to 
cover any damage which he may doto the 
college during his stay. 

A fourteen-year-old boy is not strong enough 
to grapple with the studies. The ago of ad- 
mission should be advanced. The standard of 
admission should be advanced also—the uni- 
versity should be placed ona _ higher plane 
than other colleges in Georgia. The mark of 
the university, not the number attending it, is 
the thing. Better train twenty earnest young 
men a yearthan to have five hundred idlers 
or triflers in attendance. 

The university should have a first-class 
gymnasium. 

Considerable room for improvement in disci- 
pline is reported. Appeals to honor and man- 
hood will do very well for young men, but not 
for immature boys. 

The establishment of a normal school in 
connection with the university is recommended, 
to mako teachers of young men. 

The collegiate term should begin on the sec- 
ond Monday in September instead of October, 
and should close proportionately early. 

Professors’ salaries should be increased from 

$2,000 to $2,500 per annum. The chancellor 
should be paid $3,500 instead of $3,000. Pro- 
fessors livingon the campus should not be 
made to pay rent. The chancellor does not 
pay rent. 
. Messrs. Cartledge and Johnson submit a mi- 
nority report, recommending that the office of 
chancellor be abolished. They think that the 
good government of the university would be 
promoted and its discipline improved by. abol- 
ishing the chancellorship and putting the man- 
agement of the internal affairs in the hands of 
the faculty, with achairman. The chancellor, 
they say, 1s not the embodiment of the workpf 
the university. It is false to ascribe to that 
officer the prosperity of the univer@ity. He 
exercises no controlling influence in shaping 
the methods of instruction. Each professor is 
supreme in his department. Thechancellor is 
charged solely with the discipline of the stu- 
dents, except in case of expulsion, when he 
acts with the faculty. 

Ifachancellor is chosen all advantage de- 
rived therefrom could be secured by making 
him a figurehead. By selecting some eminent 
man of letters or making him chancellor as an 
honorary distinction, his only duty beiug to 
visit the university once a year and confer the 
degrees. If thechancellor shall be continued 
as the active head of the university, his selec- 
tion isamatter of the gravest concern. He 
should be a man of great ability, wide culture 
and grand powers of organization and discip- 
ine.

1, Because the doctrines of religion are the facts 
Of religion. It isa doctrine of religion that God is 
aspirit influite, eternal and unchangeable. But 
that is alson fact. So of all the doctrines. They 
are all facts, Thus they lie at the very foundation 
of religion, and since they are the facts of religion, 
religion can not be preached at all exceptas they 
are preached. 

2. Because they are so closely connected with the 
duties of religion. 4 make its duties. Why is it 
a duty to love God?

Interesting Discussion of 
Miss Murfree’s Works, 


An 


Readings From Her Stories and a Sketch 
of Her Life—Some New 
Points. 


The Southern Literary circle held an inter- 
esting meeting at the young men’s library 
reoems last night.

Charles Egbert Craddock (Miss Murfree) 
was the subject, and the first thing in order 
was the reading of a brief critical paper on her, 
stories by Dr. George Leonard Chaney. 

“Good literature,’’ he said, “was coined life. 
Imagination was the endowment of Miss 
Murfree, but it was difficult to account for the 
experiences of life in the mountains of Tennes- 
see, which are so wonderfully given in her 
writings. If she hac] i: ed in a hermit cabin in 
those mountains, and been brought in contact 
with the rude mountaineers all her life, she 
could not have shown greater familiarity with 
their lives, their habits, their customs, their 
mental and moral processes. Her methods | 
reminded him of those of the great George 
Eliott. The manner in which the natural or 
supernatural were handled in the§story, ‘‘How 
the Battle’ was Fought’’ was wethy of Haw- 
thorne. The hand of genius was on almost 
every line in that story and many of its touches 
were as natural as water falls or as artistic as 
one of Turner’s pictures. The sketches ‘In 
the Tennessee Mountains’ were exceptionally 
‘fine. Excellent lessons could be drawn from 
all of them and the moral was always good. 

He thought that the ‘‘asides’’ in her stories 
Were sometimes too prolonged, and there were 
times when she did not keep her scenery, so to 
speak,in the back ground. 

The criticism was well written and impar- 
tial, and impressed his hearers as being correct.

and, her father being wealthy, they lived in 
great style. Her great hobby when she lived 
in Nashville was the Italian opera, of which 
she never tired of talking. She was almost a 
monomaniac on the subject. Her father 
failed in business in Nashville and the family 
went back to Murfreesboro to their country 
home, where the famous authoress first began 
to write. In the sketch it was stated that 
Charles Egbert Craddock is married and is 
about forty years of age. The mountain folks 
bitterly resent her pen pictures of them. 

Mrs. Hubert Culberson, the daughter of 
Chief Justice Bleckley, read several selections 
from the fine story, ‘Drifting Down Lost 
Creek.”’ Mrs. Culberson showed remarkable 
talent for dialect reading, the inflection, em- 
phasis, tone and spirit of the conversation of 
the East Tennessee mountain crackers being 
given with great fidelity.

A Sensational Trial Before Judge 
Landrum Yesterday. 


She Schneider-Kinsel Love Letters Gone—A 
Case Made for Larceny After Trust— 
Miss Kinsel Faints in Court. 


Another chapter was added to the mysterious 
story of Professor Erwin Schneider's -love, 
courtship and disappearance. 

The principal characters in the new chapter 
are Miss Lizzie Kinsel—the deserted heroine 
of chapter one—the mother and father of the 
game, and a pretty German servant girl of 
eighteen summers, named Marie Hutten- 


bacher. 
Only the last named of these need an intro- 


duction to CoNsTITUTION readers. She is an 
orphan girl, and for some time past has been 
jiving with the Kinsel family, on Calhoun 

t. She speaks a broken English, but 
talks intelligently, and to all appearances at 
Jeast is worthy ot a more dignified and lady- 
jike position than the one into which she was 


thrown yesterday. 

It seems that, on Monday afternoon, Miss 
Kinsel and Mrs. Kinsel went up town todo 
some shopping, leaving the house in charge of 


Marie Huttenbacher. 

When they returned, some two or three 
hours later, the girl was gone. The house was 
jeft open and windows up, and written in chalk 
upon the wall was this message, in German: 

“J have left because I was treated badly, You 
will find the keys upon the mantel. 

Her trunk was found upon the back porch, 
packed and ready for moving. 

A hurried search showed that a quantity of 
money, jewelry and other valuables had been 
left untouched, but the letters in Miss Kinsel’s 
bureau drawer were disturbed and scattered, 
and those of Professor Schneider were missing. 
It is understood that active efforts have been 
made, and are still being made, to locate the 
professor, so it can I adily be understood why 
the love letters in chapter one had been so 
carefully preserved and were so quickly 

issed. 
The runaway girl was at once suspected of 
the theft, and immediate inquiry was made as 
to her whereabouts. Mr. Kinsel ascertained 
that she was at{the house of Mr. John Clay 
Smith, the young lawyer and late member of 
the house from Gwinnett county. Armed 
with this information, the anxious father went 
to see Chief Connolly yesterday morning, and 
after stating the facts in the case asked 
for the _ girl’s arrest. The chief 
ordered the arrest, and accompanied by two 

atrolmen, Mr. Kinsel went to the home of 

{r, Smith on West Peachtree street. The 

irl was arrested, carried to the police station 
and locked up, protesting all the while that 
she was innocent of the theft, and had left 
simply because she had been cruelly treated. 

The warrant was sworn out, and at 4 o’clock 
the case was called before Judge Landrum. 

Miss Lizzie Kinsel was the first witness. 
She testificd to having found her letters scat- 
tered and mixed, and to the disappearance of 
the girl and the letters. 

“When was the last time you had read those 
lettcrs?”’ she was asked. 

“Sunday before last, and when I had read 
them I put them back in the drawer.” 

“Well, Miss Kinsel, what was the subject 
matter of those letters ?”’ 

The young lady blushed profusely, and re- 
fused to answer. Judge Landrum here de- 
cided that this was not relevant to the ques- 
tion at issue, and Mrs. Kinsel was called as 
the next witness. 

The mother did little more than corroborate 
her daughter’s statement as to the 
disanpearance of the girl and the letters. 

Mr. Kinsel testified next, and this closed the 
evidence for the prosecution. 

Miss Iluttenbacher then made her sstate- 
ment, telling, in her broken English, of the 
indignities to which she had been subjected. 
It seems, from her statement, and from the 
admission of Mrs. Kinsel herself, that the girl’s 
face had been slapped for some trifling mistake 
on Sunday afternoon. 

“Tt has been that way always,’’ said the gir). 
“She slaps me often.”’ 

Mrs. Kinsel sprang to her feet and inter- 
rupted the girl by an exclamation in German, 
and began talking rapidly and excitedly, 
while the girl shrank back as if afraid of her. 

The lady was quieted and the gir] proceeded 
With her statement. 

“T just made up my mind to leave the first 
chance. Mr. Smith used to live next door to 
us, and his wife was kind to me, so I went to 
his house. This morning I told the policemen 
that I knew nothing about any letters, but they 
would ndt believe me and locked meup. I 
didn’t touch any letters or anything else, and 
ran away because I could not stay.” 

As no evidence had been introduced by the 
detense, Mr. Lem Anderson, the girl’s attor- 
ney, made the opening argument for the de- 
fense. 

‘‘Now, I'd like to know,’’ said he, ‘‘what it 
is that makes Professor Schneider’s love let- 
ters worth $100. I have tried to find out, but 
haven’t done so. One hundred dollars for six 
love letters—’’ 

“Ifow do you know what they were ?’’ in- 
terrupted Miss Kinsel. 

‘Well, we’ll call them Snider letters,’’ con- 
sented the lawyers. ‘‘Now, why are six 
Snider letters worth $100? I’d—” 

“You are the biggest fool I ever saw,’’ in- 
terrupted Miss Kinsel, sharply, and in a quiv- 
ering voice. 

The attorney proceeded calmly to discuss 
the high-priced letters, and the young lady 
listened impatiently, occasionally interrupting 
by a word or yesture. 

Suddenly her face paled, and throwing her 
hands in front of her she fell heavily to the 
floor in a dead faint. 

She was removed to an adjoining room, her 
mother remaining with her, and the argument 
proceeded. 

Mr. W. W, Clark, of Clark & Newman, 
represented the prosecution. He claimed that 
the case had been made out fully, that the 
gitl was agent and responsible for the goods 
left in the house. 

In the concluding argument for the defense 
it was claimed that no demand had been 
made for the letters, so the charge was not 
made outeven if the girl had taken the letters.

He Says He Has Not Recently Keceived @ 
Letter From Mr. Blaine. 

Cuicaco, Lils., June 13.—The central event 
among the crowds of politicians today was the 
arrival of Chairman Bb. F. Jones, of the na- 
tional republican committee. Rumors were 
thick that the chairman was the bearer of al- 
other epistle from Mr. Blaine. The rumors In 
circulation were told to the chairman In detail, 
then the question was plumply put: 

“Mr. Jones, bave you such a letter?” 

e answer was flat and to the point: ‘No, 
sir, candidly Ihave not. No communication 
of a political kind has been recely ed by me 
from Mr. Blaine since the letter dated Flor- 
ence reached me.” 

“Then you have received other letters from 
him, have you, but not on politics?” 

Mr. Jones—"*Yes, I have heard from him, 
but there was no word except what was wholly 

rsonal.”’ 
CAS you have no letter such as described, 
Mr. Jones, a denial of the statement that Mr. 
Blaine had indicated to you his choice would 
be suzreptitious, of course?” 

‘“*Precisely.”’ 

‘Bat don’t you think yourself that the situa- 
tion ealls for a further expression from him 
just at this time, when, there is talk that the 
convention wiil get into a deadlock and the so- 
lution will be to callon him?” 

“No, I don’t think so. No person can even 
approximate what this convention willdo. A 
great majority of the delegates will come here 
unpledged, and they may be able, after con- 
ferring among themselves, to nominate a can- 
didate at the very outset.
